This premis'd, I ſay then with Origanus, &c. that the 
Chriſtian Religion ( ſecundum formam) is under the Sun 
and Jupiter, whence Cardan ſays --- Lex Chriſtiana, Lex 
eſt Pietatis, Fuſiitiz, Fidei, Stmplicitatis, $&c.
